SHIP BETWEEN WEATHER AND PROPAGATION

SUITSAT-1 (AO-54), RE-ENTERS EARTH’S ATMOSPHERE 


SuitSat-1 (AO-54) is history. The surplus Russian Orlan space suit turned satel- 
lite re-entered and burned up in Earth’s atmosphere on Thursday 7 September 
at 16:00 UTC some 1 400 km south-southwest of Western Australia. The an- 
nouncement came September 8 from Amateur Radio on the International Space 
Station (ARISS) International Chairman Frank Bauer, KA3HDO. 


SuitSat-1 became one of the greatest public relations vehicles for Amateur Ra- 
dio in years. Bauer expressed thanks “to all who made SuitSat-1 the phenom- 
enal event that it was.” Launched on 3 February during a spacewalk from the 
ISS, SuitSat-1 was heard around the world, although at a much weaker signal 
strength than anticipated. 


After SuitSat-1’s VHF ham radio payload stopped transmitting earlier this year, 
AMSAT initiated a “Chicken Little Contest,” for participants to guess when 
SuitSat-1 would de-orbit. Winners and more information are on the AMSAT 
Web site www.amsat.org/amsat-new /ariss/suitsatContest.php. 


Bauer said plans for a potential SuitSat-2 will be a discussion topic at the 
AMSAT/ARISS joint meeting in October. 


CONTEST NEWS 
QRP SPRINT 


This afternoon, Sunday 10 September, the Spring 40 metre QRP Sprint will be 
run, it is a CW and phone contest and starts at 14:00 CAT and ends at 16:00 
CAT. The rules are available in the 2006 Contest Manual and were published 
in HF Happenings 214 and 215. 


SARL VHF/UHF CONTEST 


The second leg of the SARL VHF/UHF Contest will be run next weekend. The 
first session starts at 18:00 CAT on Friday 15 September and ends at 18:00 CAT 
on Saturday 16 September. The second session starts at 18:01 CAT and ends 
at 12:00 CAT on Sunday 17 September. 


Activity will take place on 6 m, 4 m, 2 m, 70 cm, 23 cm and higher amateur 
allocations using FM, SSB, CW and digital modes. Participation can be as a 
fixed, portable, field station or limited category station. 


The complete rules are in the 2006 Contest Manual and must be read before 
the contest. Contest information was also published in HF Happenings 215. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION COMPETITION ANNOUNCED FOR A 70 cm RE- 
CEIVER CONVERTER 


The South African Amateur Radio Development Trust has announced the 
launch of a new construction competition for 2006. The competition is for 
the design and construction of a 70 cm receive converter in support of South 
Africa’s second satellite to be launched in December 2006. The satellite named 
Sumbandile, includes an amateur radio FM transponder with an uplink on 2 
metres and a downlink on 70 cm. 


The first part of the competition is the design of a receive converter with an IF 
of 144/145 MHz and the second part is the construction of a complete converter, 
boxed and ready for operation. 


Entries for the first leg of the competition will close 01 November and partic- 
ipants are required to submit in electronic format the circuit diagram, a com- 
ponent list and supplier resource list as well as a brief write-up. Three winners 
will be selected who will each receive an ARRL Satellite Handbook and R500 
towards the cost of constructing the final unit. 


The second leg of the competition, a completed operating converter closes on 31 
December. The three entries will be judged on operating performance, quality 
of construction and completeness of documentation. The winner will receive an 
ICOM VC82 hand-held transceiver plus a certificate and a 2007 ARRL Hand- 
book. The two runner-ups will receiver a certificate and a 2007 ARRL Handbook. 
The competition is open to all radio amateurs and electronic enthusiasts on the 
African continent.

Hannes Coetzee, ZS6BZP, reports that solar activity is expected to be at very 
low to low levels. The geomagnetic field is expected to range from quiet to 
unsettled levels on 18 and 23 September. The expected Effective Sun Spot 
number for the coming week will be less than 20. 


20 m and 40 m will provide best opportunities for DX. There is a possibility of 
20 m openings towards the East from about 06:00 CAT and 40 m from 20:00 
till 23:00. From about 15:00, 15 and 20 m may open towards Europe and 40 m 
from 22:00. Conditions are going to be very challenging towards the USA. 


For the CW and digital enthusiasts, it may also be worth monitoring 10 MHz 
during hours of darkness.
